~ LONDON —Negotiations regarding the 
Austrian emigration question continue. 
The Monitor is able to state on most re- 
liable authority that the Austrian gov- 
ernment has been deceived by the oppo- 
nents of the Canadian Pacific railway, 
that is, by the pool of the North German 
lines. 

The Austrian minister of commerce act- 
ually admits that Austro-Canadian trade 

. has grown during the last few years 
from 300,000 kronen to 3,000,000 kronen, | 

_ and this does not include the enormous) 
trdffic to Canada which passes through 
German brokers and is therefore shown 
as German and not Austrian. 

The main object of Austria has been 
development of the port of Triest, and 
with this object in view the Austrian’ 
government granted the concession of 
last January to the Canadian Pacific, 
thus enabling the company to trade 
direct with Canada. With a view to re- 
capture of the Austro-Canadian freight | 
traffic the pool devised a method of at- 
tack on the Canadian Pacific by playing 
upon the apprehensions of the war office 
regarding excessive emigration traffic. 

The Monitor is now able to state that 
the Austrian government, as the result of 
inquiry, is rapidly awakening to the fact 
that the least offender is, after all, the 
Canadian Pacific, who only carry be- 
tween 7 and 8 per cent of the 
whole emigration traffic. Meanwhile the 
Canadian Pacific offices in Vienna and 
Triest are again open, but only for first 
and second class passengers and freight 
traffic. 

The closing of these offices whilst other 
companies’ offices were left open is con- 
sidered a gross bpeach of contract in 
more senses than one. Herr Altmann, 
late manager in Vienna of the Canadian 
Pacific, is still under arrest, having been 
detained for a month without being ex- 
amined. Meantime, Herr Weith, former 
Austrian consul, has been appointed in 
bis place. : 

The situation in Triest is serious, 
owing to the special system of prepaid 
passengers, all of which are now sus- 
pended with the result that a certain 
percentage of the traffic is undoubtedly | 
being diverted to the pool whose agents | 
are actively engaged in canvassing.

The doctrine | 
was directly caused by the belief in the 
right of free peoples to determine their 
destinies. ‘The doctrine was the out- 
growth of the sympathy felt for Pan- 
American peoples struggling to free 
themselves trom conditions imposed by 
European politics. He declared that the 
doctrine has prevented the partition of 
Pan-America, and without anv request 
of remuneration for the service rendered. 
Its unselfish purpose and unusual daring,

sincerely tried to help Central America,”

He further believed that the 
United States in making itself directly 
responsible for the jnternal administra- 
tion of those countries had infringed the 
sovereign rights of independent states. 
He pointed out that the governments of | 
Honduras and Nicaragua at the special 
conference of Central American states, 
. held on-the initiative of President Roose- 
velt in Washington in 1907, insisted that 
there could never be permanent peace in 
Central America until the republics were 
united into one self-respecting nation. 
The other states dissented, alleging that 
their “economic, moral, political ‘and 
material elements” must first be “har- 
monized.” 

Professor Brown declared these. ob- 
jections were not sound; that these 
states are unable alone to develop their 
resources properly and harmonize their 
different elements. 

Professor Brown held that there should 
be brought about a federation of the five 
mations in Central America.

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AURICE THOMPSON is always 

classed among the southern poets 
of America. Although Indiana was his 
native state his youth was passed in Mis- 
souri, Kentucky, and Georgia, and in his 
own canoe he made many trips to Florida 
and the gulf. So as a southerner he 
thought of himself and loved all south- 
ern things and ways. 

Thompson was one of that group of 
young poets that served in the Confeder- 
ate army, and like Lanier and Tabb h 
came to see that his love for a united 
country was greater than his love for the 
South alone. To this he bas given noble 
expression in “An Address” and “To the 
South.” Like them, too, in the bare 
times succeeding the war he was obliged 
to turn his hand to anything for a live- 
lihood, for a time working in the fields. 
Later, when engaged in engineering, the 
disturbanées attending reconstruction 
threw him again adrift, and he returned 
to Indiana, making Crawfordaville hence- 
forth his home. As a boy and youth on 
a plantation in Georgia he led a free, al- 
most wild life, running at large with 
nature as a very denizen of the woods,

THE conference at Worcester relative to Pan- 
American affairs has already had much evi- 
dence put before it indicating the desirability 
of more intimate mutual knowledge between 
the Americas, and of a diminished attitude 
of superiority and condescension on the part 
of persons hailing from the United States. 
It is quite evident, both from the testimony 
of Latin Americans and of independent citi- 
zens of the United States, that not until the 
northern republic makes adequate restitution to Colombia for injus- 
tice done her at the time of the revolt and fission of Panama, 1s 
there much use in expecting relations of full amity with peoples 
adjacent to Colombia or with the Colombians. 

From the Monitor’s standpoint, one of the most interesting 
revelations of the conference has been that of the unofficial repre- 
sentative of Chile, with his assertions respecting the part played 
by European makers of armament and munitions of war in foment- 
ing ill feeling between Peru and Chile. The effort by the conniving 
manufacturers to produce business failed. The disputing neighbors 
decided to arbitrate differences and accepted the verdict of the tem- 
porary judicial tribunal, following which they erected a statue of 
the Christ on the Andean boundary line between nations that had 
chosen a Christian way of adjusting their dispute. But all this was 
despite, and not because of, European influence, which was for war 
because it meant sale of weapons and armor and new loans. How 
monotonous and sordid is this refrain arising from all continents!

. PRESIDENT Exniott of the New York, New

to fidence. His latest formal definition of* his 
own presidential policy makes it even plainer 
than before that he believes in intensive 
rather than extensive railroading. Quietly 
but steadily the legitimate functions of a rail- 
road are to be separated from the illegitimate 
ones, and operating units are to be reduced 
to a size that is comprehensible to men available for ‘the tasks 
involved in providing efficient service. What this experienced 
administrator of a great railway in the northwestern United States 
has to say on this last point confirms a position that the Monitor has 
taken after study of the problem from the outside. Ambition for 
bigness in operating units, not only in transportation but in com- 
merce and industry, has fat outrun creation and education of men 
of size equal and sufficient for the tasks. Neither intellectually nor 
morally have they been equal to the obligations, and necessities 
created by the process of combination worked out so grandiosely 
by men of ambition and imagination: Solely on the physical side, 
tasks have been imposed which called for superhuman strength that 
has not been available in such pursuits. 

To this wide margin of inequality between the plan outlined 
and the workmen available to carry it out, this discrepancy between 
the vast power wished for and the ordinary results achieved, are 
due much of the contemporary unrest and confusion in American 
political and industrial and commercial life. The effort now is to 
get back to a basis of designed administrative action suitable for the 
caliber of men available for the jobs. 


Intensive 
Railroading 


THE war department at Washington has accepted a new design 
for the star arrangement of the American flag, showing -thirteen 
colonial state stars in a five-pointed star, surrounded by a circle of 
stars representing the other thirty-five states of the Union. This 
circle may be enlarged to admit other states, if any new ones shall 
be admitted. Aside from the occasional proposal to divide Florida 
and Texas, Alaska is always in the future. 


EVERY circumstance contributes to the cer- 
tainty of a great engagement in the Harvard 
Stadium when there meet the lines that rep- 
resent the last refinement of brawn in the 
master universities, trained to the last point 
of skill. The season’s showing has estab- 
lished nothing more than that no advantage 
can be claimed for either of the contestants, 
at least none that is not offset in the other. 
So the great game of the year comes with all 
the zest of a splendid uncertainty and with an interest that is qiali- 
fied by no special proficiency that can be strained to serve as a basis 
for forecasting. The largest crowd that ever watched an Amer- 
ican football game will be blessed with a full measure of expectancy. 

The face of the season’s record favors Harvard. She comes 
up to the game undefeated. Yale arrives with one defeat, tied 
three times, held to no score twice. But it is not a comparison 
that will be allowed to pass as final in its indication. The Prince- 
ton games are the favorite measure of the playing strength of the 
cOming contestants. Yale's tie with Princeton and Harvard’s vic- 
tory are slender capital for a forecast. It is the Yale contention 
that the Brickley kick established a score against the actual playing. 
It goes further than that, and to the point that Yale stood off Prince- 
ton more steadily and effectually than did’ Harvard. And even the 
possession of Brickley, conceded to be the master of the drop kick, 
is not permitted to be too great a point of superiority by the uphold- 
ers of a team that has in Guernsey a man who is counted upon to 
hold his own against the famed Harvard star. 

Not to get involved too deeply in the discussion that runs before 
the game, it is enough that the Harvard capture of last year, after 
the two years of scorelessness, is to be stoutly defended, and that 
the rival who in the long range of years exacted an annual hum- 
bling of Harvard pride comes to Cambridge on no mere holiday 
impulse but avid for retrieval. The game in general, or in this 
supreme development of it, needs no plea in tts behalf. Six Stadiunis 
would not hold the people who would be spectators. And for each 
of those who go, there will be a hundred watching the bulletins or 
devouring the last printed word of the story. There is no need 
of a referendum on the standing of the Yale-Harvard gridiron 
battle among the sports of the year. It is premier.

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SOME allowances must be made for differ- 
ences between net and gross, but assuming 
that state indebtedness in the United States 
is reported on the usual basis, Canada in com- 
parison, has been living notably close to her 
income. Taking the states in groups, Canada 
owes, according to the latest report of her 
minister of finance, not much more than one 
third as much as states of the north Atlantic 
division.

On the other hand, when Colonel 
Goethals does either desire to give over his task in Panama or for 
any reason believes its relinquishment to be necessitated, it is to be 
hoped that he will find somé large task awaiting him in the home 
land as well as such formal honors as a republic might well pay 
to so splendid a pro-consul. If, for instance, under the reform 
administration of the national metropolis just chosen, he were asked 
to probe, prune and purify the police department, who would not 
rejoice, knowing that a new day for virtue and honesty had dawned 
in New York? 
Apropos this desire to make continued use of proved, excep-

that the city of Dayton, Ohio, through its newly organized com- 
mission form of government, has offered to Colonel Goethals the 
position of city manager. The city of Dayton has brought its form 
qf government abreast of the latest expert wisdom. Five men will 
make its laws. Now they want “the best equipped man in Amer- 
ica’ to administer such ordinances as they decree. With Colonel 
Goethals in charge, the commissioners are quite right in saying, 
“the experiment would be watched by the whole world.” For it 
would be the most striking illustration yet given by the American 
democracy of faith in expert government by the few in behalf of 
the collective good. Secretary Garrison’s comment on this cali 
from Dayton does not point to release of Colonel Goethals for 
civilian tasks under municipal auspices.

It 1s NoT more difficult to take in than it is 
to state the facts connected with the inland 
waterway movement. The public has been 
made familiar with the main points during 
recent years. The report of Representative |

convention at Jacksonville, Fla., will how- 
ever serve to refresh memory in some impor- 
tant particulars. For example, the area

which it is proposed to aid by providing better water transportation , 


is estimated to contain 40 per cent of the entire population of the 
United States and 50 per cent of all wage earners in the country. 
This territory, comprising the original thirteen states, moreover, 
produces 53 per cent of the nation’s manufactures and 60 per cent 
of all the coal mined in the country. 

THe problem in this area is like the problem awaiting solution 
elsewhere—that of reducing the cost of marketing products, increas- 
ing the facilities of distribution. Vast sections of country have 
suffered abandonment, are unproductive, because of lack of trans- 
portation facilities. As put by Mr. Moore, railways in the eastern 
states need relief from the congested gonditions that make rapid 
delivery of freight an impossibility. Conditions are such, he alleged, 
that it is a common occurrence for a car of freight to require more 
than a week to travel less than fifty mules. 

The cost of a waterway along the east and south coast between 
New England and the gulf of Mexico is estimated to be $400,000,- 
000, about what it will ‘have cost to complete the Panama canal. 
This water route for traffic between the north Atlantic ports and 
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the gulf. of Mexico would be, in reality, complementary to the 
Panama canal. It is an enterprise of great magnitude, it might 
involve even a greater expenditure than that named, but it would be 
one like the passage through the isthmus, well worthy of national 
recognition and aid. It carries with it an appeal out of all com- 
parison {n force with those that are made in behalf of roads and 


mere local river improvements, and which, if the states and localities 


may shift them entirely upon the nation, will involve expenditures

beyond any dreamed of by the advocates of legitimate waterway 


enterprises.

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WiuTHIN the last few weeks there have been 
at least three striking reminders of the fact 
that the United States not only has been tm 
the past, but ts still a land of opportunity for 
the industrious, honorably ambitious and 
competent. Certain business changes have 
resulted in promotion to the highest positions 
in great industrial concerns of men who 
began at the very lowest possible round of 
the ladder. In one case a man whose first 
duty was to sweep out a certain establishment is now its general 
manager with responsibility over a business running to many mul- 
lions, and with remuneration accordingly. No name has been more 


familiar in the American business world during recent years, no 


name has been more highly respected, few names have carried more 
weight in industrial and financial affairs, than that of W. C. Brown, 
president of the New York Central lines. Yet Mr. Brown in youth 


+began his educatien in railroading at Thompson, IIl., as a section 


hand. 

In return for helping with odd jobs around a railway station, 
an operator taught him telegraphy. A little later he was placed 
in charge of an instrument on the line. A little later he became 
night ‘operator of a train despatcher’s office in Minneapolis. In 
1876 he began a twenty-five year term of service with the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy system, starting as train despatcher and filling, 
one after another, all the intermediate positions until he became 
general superintendent of the Missouri lines, with headquarters at 
St. Joseph. . All the succeeding steps were natural. He became 
general manager of the Burlington system, was called to the vice- 
presidency of the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern railroad; in 
i902 was promoted to the vice-presidency in charge of operation 
and maintenance of the New York Central & Hudson River Rail- 
road Company. From this post he rose to the vice-presidency and 
general managership of the New York Central hnes, and in 1909 
became president, with full authority over the operation and main- 
tenance of a system embracing 12,000 miles of railroad. 

Engrossing as have been this man’s duties as a railway execu- 
tive, he has given much thought, time and valuable assistance to 
public movements. He has done one other thing of immense 
influence and immeasurable potential importance. He has, both as 
a railway official and a private individual taken a deep and an intel- 
ligent interest in promoting the agricultural revival. Now that he 
is about to surrender to another an office which by common agree- 
ment he has filled with the highest credit, hrs thought and his foot- 
steps turn toward the rural West from which he was recruited, as 
thousands of other able men in all walks of life have been, into the 
foremost activities of his country and his day. It is the circum- 
stance that Mr. Brown’s career is not an isolated one that calls for 
reference and appreciation here. The instances are many in the 
United States, and in our time, which establish the soundness of 


the poetic dictum: 


Honor and shame from no condition rise: 
Act well your part, there all the honor lies.

Here was a case, beyond all doubt, where the | | 
human ties were kept vital and at the same a 
time care taken that rights of seller and buyer should not be 
overlooked. Societies for the protection of authors’ legal rights did 
not exist in those days, nor on the other hand was the code of rivalry 
between publishers for the possession of authors quite as individ- 
ualistic and competitive as it has since come to be. The pace at 
which both author and publisher lived and worked permitted far 
niore of the amenities and delights of social intercourse between 
them than is now thought possible. Consequently there was time 
and opportunity for non-commercial aspects of each man's nature 
to be disclosed. With revelation of this more idealistic side of char- 
acter and with leisure enough to be friendly, it was possible for such 
a record as this of Ticknor and Hawthorne to be registered in 
journals and in correspondence and now to be given to the world 
by the publisher’s daughter. / 
One often wonders whether conditions prevalent in contem- 
porary publishing world are to leave behind such testimonies of fra- 
ternal relations between authors and publishers as abound in the 


memorabilia of English and New England authors who lived about . 


the middle of the last century. Ticknor, Fields and Houghton, in 
Boston, had their counterparts in London, men who invested their 
capital in an author’s wares because of faith in him and in his art or 
his message, and who also gave him, their confidences as a fellow 
workman in a great human calling by which talent and genius find 
publicity and touch with the masses. 

If the human touch between author and publisher is preserved 
today, it is against odds greater than any that were encountered 
by the great figures of the Victorian era. :
